EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
On page 6 immediately after paragraph [0015] and before the wording "DETAILED 
DESCRIPTION" please enter "Fig. 5 is a cross-sectional diagram of a plasma panel 
according to the present invention." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10, 11 and 13-16 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1 , the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a plasma panel including 
the combination of all the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically wherein a 
recess is formed between two adjacent electrodes of the plurality of electrode pairs; and 
a first fluorescent layer covering the first dielectric layer could not be found elsewhere in 
prior art. 

Regarding claims 2-15, claims 2-1 5 allowed for the reasons given in claim 1 , 
because of their dependency status on claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 16, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a plasma panel including 
the combination of all the limitations as set forth in claim 16, and specifically a dielectric 
layer having a predefined pattern covering the plurality of electrode pairs wherein a 
recess is formed between two adjacent electrodes of the plurality of electrode pairs and 
a fluorescent layer covering the dielectric layer could not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chung U.S. Patent 6,326,727 discloses a Plasma Display Panel 
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with Dielectric Layer and Protective Layer in Separated Shape andMEthod of 
Fabricating the Same. Amemiya U.S. Patent 6,525,470 discloses a Plasma Display 
Panel Having a Particular Dielectric Structure.
